WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (IHT!. 
—President Carter said at a press 
conference today that his ad- 
ministration is reviewing the sale 
of controversial concussion bombs 
to foreign countries and that he 
will make an announcement on 
the matter next week. 

“Sale of concussion bombs to 
a foreign country is a matter 
that concerns me very much,” he 
said in answer to a question at 
his first news conference since 

ins President. 

“Within the next week after 
this review, which has olready 
been undertaken, is completed, 
Tll hate an announcement to 
mcke about that.” 

On another major arms matter, 
the President offered to reach a 
quick agreement with the Soviet 
Union fixing a ceiling on nuclear 
strategic weapons by postponing 
consideration on whether the 
Russian Backfire bomber and U.S. 
Cruise missiles should be count- 
ed within the limits. 

The swept-wing Soviet bomber 
and the U.S. missile, each con- 
sidered potent weapons by the 
other side, have held up s SALT 
2 agreement. But Mr, Carter 
said he was willing to “omit the 
Cruise 2nd Backfire bomber” and 
let them be contained in SALT 
3 negotiations. 

This is similar to a proposal 
made a year ago_by the Ford 
administration. The proposal was 
rejected by Soviet leaders, who 
have shown flexibility on the 
question of Cruise missiJes car- 
ried in U.S. bombers but who 
went sea-launched Cruise mis- 
siles counted with the ceiling. 
However, Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance is expected to 
pursue the “quick agreement” idea 
on a visit to Moscow next month 
if a broader, more complete 
agreement does not seem fecsible.

‘Jenkins Hails HEC's Spir 
Of Cooperation With the eine 


LUXEMBOURG, Feb. 8 (UPi). 
—The Executive Commission of 
the European Economic Commu- 
ky today hailed a new “spirit 

" with the United 
States and said thet relations with 
Washington wonld be a “focal 
point” of the community's foreign 
policy, 

In his first “state of the union” 
message to the European ‘Parlia- 
ment, Roy Jenkins, the British 
president of the Commission, vow- 
ed that he and his colleagues 
“shall play our full part in achiev- 
ing a firm cooperation between 
Europe and the United States.” 

Mr; Jenkins presented the Com- 
mission’s program for the coming 
year, which stated that “relations 
with the United States will con- 
tinue to be a focal point in the 
community's externa] activities.” 

“The Commission is confident 
that the spirit of cooperation be- 
tween Europe and the United 
States, which has recently emerg- 
ed, will make it possible to find 
solutions to a number of matters 
of principle and unsettled ques- 
tions which the new [US] ad- 
ministration must deal with.” 

Among the issues mentioned in 
the program were exclusion of 
some European exports from U.S. 
markets because they have alleg- 
edly been subsidized, as well as 
US. import quotas on European 
specialty steels. 

‘The program called Vice-Presi- 
dent Mondale's talks at Common 
Market headquarters last month 
a “satisfactory beginning” to the 
working relationship which “will 
have to be established with the 
new administration.”

Key State in Israeli Talks 
Saudis: The Dominant Force in Mideast? 


By Flora Lewis 

RIYADH (NYT).—Quietiy but 
with increasing self-confidence, 
Saudi Arabia is emerging as the 
dominant force m Middle East 
politics and probably the key 
power on the Arab side in 
future Israeli negotiations, 

‘This is the conclusion of West- 
ern diplomats ana other experts 
working here, and it is said to 
be the view of Suropean leaders 
who hare begun paying state 
visits, Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt of West Germany was 
here last year and President 
Valéry Giscard d'Estaing of 
France has recentiy left. Both 
Stressed that Saudi Arabia. after 
its long isolation, bas become a 
world power. 


The capacity to act has been 
building up over the years as 
the Western world became depen- 
dent on off and the Saudi oll 
reserves were transformed into 
vast amounts of cash. 

But the Saudi will to act out- 
Side its borders is recent. 


With Cantion 


The newly energetic Saudi 
diplomacy began to be felt little 
more than a year ago. Before 
that, said a European here ad- 
vising the government on eco- 
nomic affairs, there scarcely was 
a Saudi foreign policy. Now its 
outlines are coming through 
clearly and forcefully, although 
it is still asserted with caution 
and preferably behind the scenes. 


The shift actually began after 
the 1973 Middle Bast war, ac- 
cording to an experienced Middle 
Eastern diplomat, when the 
Saudis realized that their eco- 
nomic strength * ght provide po- 
tical leverage. After that the

So it was not a huge step for 
Riyadh to seek political influ- 
ence in the region. Apparently, 
with promises of economic aid, 
the Saudis have persuaded the 
radical Southern Yemenis to ease 
their ties with the Soviet bloc. 


No details are available of just 
what was agreed. The Saudis 
stil act with traditional secrecy 
and often express themselves 
obliquely. Nor is tt clear how 
far Riyadh was prompted to act 
by its desire to take an initie- 
tive, and how far if was respoud- 
ing to Iranian involvement in 
the area. It was Iran that gave 
neighboring Oman the military 
means to pur dewn the South- 
etn, Yemeot-baed rebellion in 
Dhofar, and the Iranians—in- 
creasingly Saud! Arabia's rival 
for Gulf dominance—left their 
forces in Oman.

Catawbas Seek to Revive Treaty 


Indian Nationalism Arrives in South Carolina 


By William Chapman 

ROCK HILL, SC. Feb. 8 
(WP).—In 1760, in the Treaty 
of Pine Tree Hill, an agent sent 
by the King of England cut 2 
deal with the Catawbe Indians 
who were encamped around here 
in South Carolina’s upcountry. 

The English would enjoy the 
benign support of the small Ca- 
tawba tribe. For their part, the 
Catawbas would be guaranteed a 
15-mile-square sanctuary forever, 
Both sides went away from Pine 
Tree Hill satistied. 

bas pretty well ruined 
that agreement. White settlers 
grabbed part of the land, In- 
dians leased part of it to other 
whites for tiny fees. And in 1840, 
the state of South Carolina wiped 
out the old deal with a new 
treaty of its own. 

Now the Indians want it back— 
all 144.000 acres of it, including 
this industrial: city, which lies 
smack in the middle. If they car- 
Yied their claim 311 the way, they 
could unsettle more than 50,000 
persons, take over two small ci-

Alarmist Statements Avoided

‘The Catawbas’ case—which the 
South Carolina government takes 
seriously—is one of many ancient 
Tndian land claims in Eastern 
States in the Jast five years.

A few years ago, the Indians’ 
demands would have heen dis- 
missed lightly as idle talk of tiny 
tribes most whites thought no 
longer existed. Unlike the many

whites for generations, 
Tribal Nationalism 

Five years ago, the winds of 
tribal nationalism drifted east~ 
ward, igniting the claims of tribes 
ranging from the Passama- 
quoddies in Maine to the Cataw- 
bas in South Carolina. -Old maps 
and treaties have been dusted 
off and old statutes successfully 
tested in court. Before it’s over,

U.S. Press Split on Ouster of Tass Reporter

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CIA and a Military Man 


After a bad stumble on the political ice 
with his falled effort to appoint Theodore 
Sorensen. President Carter now seeks to 
restore his balance by nominating an Anna- 
polis classmate, Adm. Stansfield Turner, 85 
director of Central Intelligence. Adm. Turn- 
er’s credentials appear, on first inspection. 
to be impressive. Still, the nomination 
raises a new question and leaves unanswered 
an old one. 

The new concern is fundamental to the 
director's most important responsibility: to 
provide the President and senior officials 
with intelligence that is independent, objec- 
tive and truly central. That is, it must 
transcend the often parochial or rival per- 
spectives of individual agencies, notably the 
Defense Department, which have intelligence 
arms of their own. Is it. thus, wise to ask 
a career military man to try to put aside 
the values and policy framework of a lfe- 
time? Is it possible for such 2 man, even 
one of exemplary intellect and integrity, 
overnight to make himself independent and 
objective?

‘These are not mere rhetorical concerns. A 
leading intelligence analyst told the Senate 
Intelligence Committee last year that 
“military professionals tend to see military 
power as the prime determinant of the 
behavior of states, and of the movement of 
events in international politics.” Such gen~ 
eralized doubts are intensified during the 
present perlod of assessment of Soviet 
strategic and conventional forces. 

Nevertheless, it seems wrong to argue that 
no military man should now be appointed 


to head the CIA. It is hardly a departure. 
Five of the 11 men to hold the ich were 
generals or admirals. Existing law protects 
against overweening military influence; at 
least one of the agency's top two officials 
Taust be a civilian. In any case, it is unjust 
to attribute stereotypical military views and 
attitudes to Adm. Turner before he has the 
chance to state his own. 

The nomination of a military professional 
does create a burden for the President and 
the admiral. It is insufficient simply to 
conclude that there is no necessary conflict 
between military background and intelit- 
gence objectivity. The admiral’s testimony, 
under questioning, can provide one form of 
reassurance about his sophistication and in- 
dependence. He might be well advised to 
offer another, by volunteering to resign his 
commission and to pledge not to return to 
uniform. 

‘The still-pending question about the nom- 
ination, is more one for the President and 
Congress than for Adm. Turner. It concerns 
dirty tricks, opetations to achieve short-term 
political advantage abroad through clandes- 
tine, perhaps legal, even reprehensible 
means, We have appianded the standards 
outlined by Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
to insure that such operations be nnder- 
taken only in extraordinary cireumstances—. 
and then only with strict accountability, in- 
cluding that of the President, Adm. Turner 
presumably concurs in these standards. 
Nonetheless, their application should not be 
left to the discretion of transitory officials, 
Limits on dirty tricks must be engraved into 
the surer stone of statute.

Arms Race: Who’s Ahead? 


Tt's useful that the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
have publicly disparaged Air Force Maj. Gen. 
George J. Keegan jr.'s claim, made as he 
retired, that the Soviet Union has achieved 
military superiority over the United States. 
This doesn't prove absolutely that Gen. 
Keegan was wrong. But his erstwhile peers 
are surely familiar with his information; 
and, as professional military men, they pre- 
sumably share his feeling that the U.S. mili- 
tary must, if it is to be responsible, antici- 
pate such stark contingencies. So if he 1s 
unable to persuade them of the perils he 
professes to see, the rest of us are entitled 
to breathe a dit more easily. 7 

But, of course, that is saying very little. 
‘A close reading of the joint chiefs’ views, 
presented by chairman George 5. Brown in 
response to a query from Sen, William Prox- 
mire, reveals that the chiefs are not provid- 
ing any basis—beyond their own flat asser- 
tions—to ease 8. bewildered citizen’s anxie- 
ties, As it happens, the chiefs do not accept 
Gen. Keegan's proposition that the Russians 
are here—that is, ahead. They believe the 
Russians are coming—that is, trying to 
achieve superiority. But no more than he 
do they provide the materials on which their 
judgment is based. ; 

In fact, there is an element of unreality 
threaded through almost all discussions of 
the Soviet-U.S. strategic equation. Only the 
smaller part of it arises from the simple 
fact that some of the relevant information 


is secret. By far the larger part arises from 
the more conrplicated fact that there is no 
agreed measuring rod among professionals 
(as we learned from the recent Team A/ 
Team B controversy). Some analysts count 
missile warheads; others count missile 
throw-weight. Some analysts stress hard- 
ware and technology in hand; others stress 
what’s in the pipeline. Some analysts sub- 
tract from Soviet power those of its mil- 
itary forces trained on China and East 
Europe. Others lump everything the Rus- 
sians have in the total available to hit the 
United States. Factors of each nation’s 
Putative will and its capacity to inflict or 
suffer attack are weighed in very different 
ways. So the argument goes. 


It should be obvious from the debates of 
the past few months, not to speak of the 
past few decades, thai in the absence of a 
minimal and explicit consensus on stan- 
dards, either confusion will reign or arbi- 
trary judgments will be made, The Carter 
administration, if it is to satisfy the pubile’s 
legitimate concerns to be secure and to be 
consulted about its own security, must try 
to recast the framework of decision-making 
and discussion. It must expose not only its 
conclusions but its premises. It must pro- 
vide more facts about defense, and more in- 
sight Into the methods by which 10 fits facts 
into strategic Judgments.

NEW ‘YORE, Feb. 8 (NYT).—A steadfast com- 
viitment to-growth stocks in a five-year period 
of declines for such issues has blemished the 
-onee-sparkling record οἵ. the T. Rowe Price 
mutual funds. 

Mr. Price, no longer an active member of the 
management team that runs the firm's funds, 
began the business with a heavy emphasis on 
shares of companies that had earnings which 
grew more rapidjy than most firms’ profits, 

For years—particularly during the sustained 
bull market of the middle to late 1980s—the T. 
Rowe Price Growth Stock Fund was a perfor- 
mance leader as the shares of growth companies 
᾿ enjoyed wide support in the stock market 

‘The fund concentrated on well-established cor- 
Porations experiencing minimum earnings growth 
of 10 per cent or more a year. For example, 
Xerox, ISM and Polaroid were major holdings. 
The fund, always 2 “no load” vehicle—no sales 
force or sales charges—atiracted flocks of inves- 
tors after they read about its accomplishments in 
the newspapers. 

The fund had assets of $1.25 billion at one 
point aud more than once the ent com~- 
pany was obliged to close the fund to new invest- 
ment money. 

Things have been quite different of late. Both 
the Growth Stock Fund and the New Horizons 
Pund, a growth vehicle that buys more specula- 

tive shares, have posted poor records for years. 
These two funds and the currently more success- 
ful New Era Fund all suffered net redemptions 
in parts of 1976. 

Between 1971 and 1976, the Growth Stock Fund 
was down 115 per cent and New Horizons was 
down 32.8 per cent. Meanwhile, the average fund 
‘was up 9.8 per cent and the 30 Dow Jones indus- 
trial stocks were up an average of 12.9 per cent. 

New Era, which emphasizes natural resource 
shares, was up 28.2 per cent, reflecting in part 


the fund's emphasis on energy stocks, a recent 
market, favorite. 

In 1976, the Growth Stock Fund was up 18 per 
cent; New Horizons, 11.1 per cent and New Era, 
24 per cent. The average fund in 1976 gained 
23.6 per cent while the Dow Jones industrials 
rose 17.9 per cent. 

Critics of the T. Rowe Price management argue 
that the company should have changed direction 
and not stayed with growth just because the 
company was known for growth—and was a 
magnet for investors seeking it. 

Howard Colhoun, president of New Era as well 
as having administrative responsibility for all 
the T. Rowe Price funds, was asked why they 
emphasized growth in a market era that has been 
rewarding high-yield shares and those benefiting 
primarily from domestic earnings. Most growth 
stocks offer low yields and in many cases rely 
heavily on foreign earnings. 

Mr. Colhoun argued that the current market 
emphasis would change and said growth stocks 
were likely to be a prime beneficiary. In a tele- 
phone interview. Mr. Colhoun said from his Balti- 
more headquarters: “On a fundamental basis, 
growth stocks are attractive and their relative 
value will begin to appeal with a growing econ- 
omy.” 

By contrast. he said, the industria] companies 
—with high yields and high domestic earnings— 
had recovered so much in 1976 that they should 
begin to seem relatively less attractive. 

He conceded that the funds might better nave 
shifted emphasis some time ago but said that 
this view was hindsight. ‘The organization's 
major mistake, be said, was underestimation of 
the degree of inflation that the nation would 
experience. The inflation was more devastating 
to the earnings of growth stocks than to some 
others, he contended. 

Mr. Colhoun declared: “We hope and expect 
the next five vears’ performance in the growth 
stock funds will be better than the last five.”

EEC Import Duty Shocks Japan 


TOEYO, Feb. 8 (AP-DJ).—The 
Common Market's decision yes- 
terday to impose anti-dumping 
Guty on Japanese ball bearing 
imports has shocked government 
officials in Tokyo. 

Trade Minister Tatsuo Tanaka 
told reporters that Tokyo sus- 
pects the timing anu manner of 
the deckion were politically 
metivated.

“We deeply regret that the EEC 
Commission imposed the anti- 
dumping duty suddenly without 
sufficient consultation with the 
Government,” Mr. Tanaks said.

NEW YORE, Feb. 8 (NYT).—

Protectionist Pressures 


Many experts say that Japan's

Lakers’ Abdul-Jabbar 
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Now Better Than Ever

NEW ‘YORE, Feb. 8 ‘NYT:.— 
Because the top of his head is 


- Jess than 2 feet below the rim 


of the basket, many people shrug 
at Kareem Abdul-Jabbar’s skill 
Those people don't understand 
basketball. 


“He has ἃ tremendous burden.” 
says Jerry Wes, his coach on 
“He's 
expected to do more than anybody 
in the league—score, rebound and 
block shots.” 

And as he approaches his 30th 
birthday, Abdul-Jabbar has turn- 
ed that burden into a testimonial. 
He remains the National Basket- 
ball Associaiion’s most dominant 
player. He is second to Pete 
Maravich im scoring with an aver- 
age of 272 points and second to 
Bil Walton in both rebounds with 
ἃ 145 average and blocked shots 
with 2 3.06 average. But those 
mumbers are not why Abdul- 
Jabbar believes that he is playing 
better than he ever hes in his 
eight seasons. Being 7 feet 2 
inches isn't enough. 

“I have more understanding of 
the game.” he says. “The lfttle 
things you have to do well. When 
to switch, when not to. When to 
hetp out, when not to. When to 
pass, when to hold the ball.” 

Losing Vote 

And when to be disgusted. 
When the NBA announced the 
starting teams for its alJ-ster 
game in Mitwaukee next Sunday, 
as selected by the fans in con- 
junction with ‘Trident chewing 
gum, Abdul-Jabbar was not the 
Western Conference center. Dan 
Issel of the Denver Nuggets was. 
David Thompson and Bobby Jones 
of the Nuggets were the siarting 
forwards. Each team received 
200.000 ballots but the Nuggets 
made the most of them And 
if Gerald Ford had hired -the 
Nuggets’ campaign director, he 
might stil be president because 
the Nuggets got out the vote. 
So did the San Antonio Spurs 
and the Philadelphia ‘76ers. But 
the Lakers didn’t, Out of 1.254.554 
ballots cast, Abdul-Jabbar was

Tops Many Lists of All-Time Figure Skaters 


“Sonja dominated the sport in 
her day far more than anybody 
before or since,” said Ben Wright, 
a respected world referee and 
also a member of the technical 
committee of the International 
Skating Union. 

With 10 world titles and three 
Olympic gold medals, Henie, who 
died in 1969, was an overwhelm- 
ing No. 1 choice. Most frequently 
bracketed behind her were 
Fleming and Albright, both 
Olympic champions although 
different, stylists. Surprisingly. 
Hamill, the 1976 Olympic and 
world champion. was not among 
the top five selections of most 
coaches surveyed, although she 
was included in the list of Carlo 
Fassi. her coach. 

Passi named Henie, Albright, 
Fleming and Hamill, although 
not necessarily in that order. 

“Henie was the first one who 
brought skating to the world,” 
said Passi, who now is tutoring 
Barbie Smith of Denver, the 
runner-up last weekend to Fra- 
tianne. “Albright was the first 
to get the choreography and 
jumping and put it all together. 
Fleming put art in skating, and 
Dorothy made a lot of people 
more aware of the sport.” 

Button's top five, behind Henie, 
also included Albright and Flem- 
ing. But he added Janet Lynn, 
a five-time national champion, 
and Charlotte Oechlschlagel, a 
pioneer German exhibition skater 
who performed in New York 
around 1915, 

There was divided opinion on 


Lynn's greatness. Two top coach- 
es, Evy Scotvold and Mary Lud- 
said they feli Lynn “had 

a, profound effect on skating.” 
“Janet Lynn had more of an 
effect on skating than anyone,” 
said Seotvold, who coached Terry 
Kubicka, last year’s men’s cham- 


pion. 

Yet others did not include Lynn 
among their top five because they 
said she bad not won an Olympic 
or world title. Hamill’s much- 
publicised, one-year achieve- 
ments also lacked impact for 
many critics. 

“My definition of a great 
skater,” said Button, “is someone 
who not only reaches the top but 
leaves the sport better for having 
been in it.” 

Stevenson's top five also of- 
fered another opinion. Behind 
Benie, she listed Trine Rodina 
of the Soviet Union, known pri- 
marily for pairs, Jacqueline du 
Bief of France (“She brought 
Β flamboyant artistry into play 
that has not been equaled”), 
Madge Syers Cave of Britain, 
the 1908 Olympic champion, wha 
often against men, and 
Fleming, the 1968 Olympic gold 
medalist. 

“The Europeans called her the 
soft doe because of her balletic, 
effortless flow,” Stevenson seid 
of Fleming. 

One professional skater from 
Los Angeles, who asked to re- 
main anonymous, rated Fleming 
ahead of Henle, who competed 
internationally for Norway be- 
fore being embraced by Holly- 
wood moviemskers.
